There is important new impulsion for 
Hanoi to agree. The prospect of having 
its principal supply lines, now and in the 
future, subjected to severe harassment, 
if not actually severed, puts a wholly 
new stamp on the war, ‘ 

The Red armies in the South cannot 
survive and fight on a substantial. scale 
with only local supplies available, They 
can make life perilous and unpleasant 
for the governments they oppose, but 
they cannot have any serious hope of 
victory (except perhaps in Vientiane, 
where the supply route is more direct). 


No Realistic Alternative 


If the Communists expect to obtain @ 
share of political power in Saigon and 
Phnom Penh, they almost certainly will 
have to do it at the conference table. The 
alternative would be indefinite and 
inconclusive guerrilla war on a small 
scale, with the relative strength of the 
pro-Commumist forces progressively de- 
clining. + 

There was, this past week, a small 
sign that thé Communists may come to 
view events in this light. The Pathet 
Lao, the ofganization of the Laotian 
Conimunists, suddenly rediscovered the 
peace machinery which has been carried 


over from Geneva conferences :

Britain 
had agreed to the Paris proposal. 
Malik’s overture was subsequently re- 
interpreted, and in effect withdrawn. 


Apparently Hanol (andor Peking) had 
demurred. But it remained a clear 
indication of the Soviet view, and reports 
from Moscow this past week suggested 
that it may still be.” 

The logic of this course has been 
increasingly underlined with each in 
tensification of the fighting outside 
Vietnam.

The biggest question mark in all this 
may soon be, not the willingness of the 
Communists to accept it, but. the 
willingness of Saigon to do so. The same 
battlefield actions which make a negoti- 
ateti outcome the best available solution 
for Hanoi tend to encourage in Saigon a 
hope of military victory. 


Saigon’s Dependence 


Without’ American air and logistic 
support, however, that hope would be 
scant, Even after a total withdrawal of 
American armed forces, Saigon would 
remain heavily dependent on American 
money and supplies, Washington has, 
and if necessary could apply, decisive 
leverage over South Vietnam. 

The prospect of elections in South 
Vietnam this fall is a hopeful part of the 
picture. If genuinely free, they could lay 
the basis. for a» workable coalition 
government without it appearing to be — 
and indeed, without it being — ithposed 
from the outside. 

A campaign for a Geneva conference 
may not get immediate results, The 
North Vietnamese may first wish to try 
to throw off the hands that are closing 
around their jugular vien, But if they try 
and fail, the game will be up — and at 
that point, a face- saving alternative 
course, could usefully be available.

Some tronic truths about 
the difficulty of, stopping air 
pollution from car exhaust 
are hitting home now that the 
laws to prevent pollution are 
in effect. 

One such truth came to 
light last week- when Ray 


law requiring all new cars to 
carry exhaust controls, as of 
Jan. 1 the province can’t find 
a machine to properly test 
them. 

And it’s the testing, far 
more than the mere installa- 
tion, where the real crunch 
comes in car exhaust pollu- 
tion. It's obvious that if a 
control device is attached to 
an engine, the device may 
perform ag cantankerously as 
the engine, 

e 


This is ajso borne out by 
service personne! in local car 
dealerships. One major déaler 
wanted to buy a testing 
machine for his _ service 
department but the idea fell 
through when it was realized 
the machine would probably 
be obsolete before it was paid 
for. 

Further, until the specifica- 
tions of the. testing station's 
equipment are available, 
there seems to mechanics 
little point in testing cars for 
customers. 

It makes sense also that 
without a fast and accurate 
testing device at the prov- 
inclal car testing stations, all 
the devices In creation won't 
stop air pollution by car 
exhaust. 

Tf exhaust testing took three 
minutes per car.at the station 
fn Saanich, the time spent on 
each car would ‘double to six 
minutes, slicing in half the 
station's capacity. Even a one- 
minute test of exhadst fumes 
would slow down the drill by 
a third. The cost of increasing 
the size and capacity. of the 
station, therefore, would have 
to be weighed against the 
probability of an atiequate 
testing device coming to. light

“Nonleaded” gasoline 
advertisements have proli- 
ferated in the last few 
months, but they have been 
accompanied by warnings 
that new additives to com- 
pensate for the lead loss may 
be equally harmful. 

Ford's December 1970 issue 
of Dealer, however, seems to 
reveal some frustration over 
the pressure and the task of 
relieving it.
